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INTRODUCTION 


Saint Louis University was founded in 1818, several years before Missouri became 
a state. In 1832 the University was chartered, the first university, public or private, 
in the trans-Mississippi West. During the years of the University’s growth into 
one of the largest, strongest, and most respected Catholic universities in the United 
States, its faculty and alumni helped in the establishment of many other institutions 
of higher learning—universities such as Marquette, Creighton, and Loyola of Chicago, 
and the Medical Schools of Stanford University, the University of Chicago, and 
Washington University of Saint Louis. 


Saint Louis University, located in a great metropolitan area, offers many cultural 
advantages because of its urban environment. Some of these are indicated below. 


The Summer Session at Saint Louis University is an integral part of the Uni- 
versity’s academic year and maintains the same standards as those of the regular 
semesters, Credit obtained in the Summer Session is fully recognized and may be 
counted toward the various degrees which the University confers. The faculty of 
the Summer Session is made up for the most part of full-time staff members of 
the University, including most of its outstanding scholars as teachers and directors 
of research, and a number of visiting scholars of recognized standing. 


Tue Prus XII MemoriAL Lisrary: This unique memorial to Pius XII houses 
one of the largest and most complete holdings of books and periodicals to be found 
in American Catholic universities, as well as the microfilm collection of the Vatican 
manuscript library. 


The Pius XII Library, completely air-conditioned and entirely open-stack, repre- 
sents the most advanced planning in design and service. 


TuEeatrE: The University Theatre presents several performances open to the 
public during the summer. For religious, there is a weekly movie. 


Gymnasium: A swimming pool and complete gymnasium facilities are available 
to all students of the University on regular schedules. 


Carerertas: The Rogers Hall cafeteria will operate throughout the Summer 
Sessions for students and faculty, serving three meals a day. The Campus Club, 
an informal gathering place where snacks can be purchased, is open through the 
Six-Week Summer Session from 7 a.m. to 1:30 p.m. 


City Art Museum: Located atop “Art Hill’, the City Art Museum contains 
over nine million dollars in art treasures. Its exhibition halls and tearoom are 
favorites of St. Louisans and visitors alike. Programs of interest to art lovers are 
regularly held in the Museum’s new auditorium. Open Wednesday through Sunday 
from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m.; on Tuesday from 2:30 to 9:30 p.m.; closed Monday. 


ACADEMY OF SCIENCE oF St. Louis: Located at 1 Oak Knoll Park on the 
Northwest corner of Clayton and Big Bend Boulevards, the Academy has a 
museum which contains exhibits on natural history, physical science, and industry. 
Open Tuesday through Saturday from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., and on Sunday from 1 to

JeweL Box: This “House of Glass” is another Forest Park showpiece. It con- 
tains magnificent floral displays and outdoor gardens. Open daily from 9 a.m. 
to 9 p.m. 


Forest Park Zoo: The zoo is internationally known for its animal shows. 
Open daily from 9:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
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Missourt BOTANICAL GARDENS (SHAW’s GarDENS): At 2151 Tower Grove, 
this is the largest collection of plant life in the Western Hemisphere. It is equalled 
only by the famous Kew Gardens of England and is famous internationally for its 
botanical species and beautiful floral displays. The Gardens’ newest attraction is the 
Climatron, the only Geodesic dome greenhouse in the world. The Gardens are open 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. daily. The home of the founder, Henry Shaw, is open to the 
public from 2 to 4 p.m. daily. 


ARCHITECTURE: Many outstanding examples of architecture may be viewed 
in St. Louis, from the Wainwright Building, one of the first skyscrapers in America, 
to the ultra-modem St. Louis Municipal Airport Terminal. 


New CatTueprALt: The new Saint Louis Cathedral at 4431 Lindell Boulevard, 
is of interest to students of architecture and the arts. The Cathedral, which was 
designed and built in modified and improved Byzantine style, is famous for its 
mosaics and beautiful marbles from all parts of the world. 


Oxtp CovurtHousEe: Located on Broadway at Market Street, this beautifully 
restored edifice was the scene of the famous Dred Scot case and also the site 
of early slave auctions. The museum is open from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. on weekdays 
and from 9 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. on Saturday and Sunday. 


Oxp CATHEDRAL: Located at Second and Walnut Streets, the Church of St. 
Louis of France is the site on which the first Mass was celebrated in St. Louis in 
1764. The present building is over one hundred years old, and has recently been 
beautifully restored. The adjoining museum has been renovated and the entire area 
is open to the public. 


CamMPBELL House: This mansion of the 1850’s, located at 15th and Locust 
Street, is preserved in detail, with authentic furnishings and costumes from a Golden 
‘Era of St. Louis history. Open from 1 to 5 p.m. Sunday and Monday, and from 
10:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. daily thereafter. 


JEFFERSON MemoriIAL: On Lindell Boulevard at DeBaliviere in Forest Park, 
the Memorial is the Headquarters of the Missouri Historical Society with its museum, 
archives, and library. Here are displays of souvenirs of the fur trade, of the Lewis 
and Clark expedition, the Lindbergh trophies, and steamboat relics. Open every 
day from 9:30 a.m. to 5 p.m., except holidays. 


St. Louis Municrpan Oprera: The Opera plays nightly, June through August, 
from the stage of the nation’s largest outdoor theatre, located in Forest Park. Its 
repertoire includes light opera, musical comedy, with an occasional grand opera 
or concert. 


St. Louis CarpinALs BAsEBALL Cxivus: St. Louis is the home of the National 
League “St. Louis Cardinals.” Busch Stadium, 3623 Dodier, with a seating capacity 
of 30,500, is the team’s official headquarters. 


Tue ApmMiRAL: This million-dollar, streamlined, air-conditioned steamer makes 
day and night trips on the Mississippi River during the summer season. Its mooring 
is at the foot of Washington Avenue. Dining, dancing, and sightseeing make it 
one of St. Louis’ favorite attractions. 


Mark C. Stemperc MEmMorIAL SKATING Rink: In Southeast Forest Park, the 
Steinberg Rink, an outdoor rink, offers roller skating and other recreation from 
March to November. For information on schedules call FOrest 1-5103. 


SumMMeER Sports Faciuiries: The City of St. Louis provides facilities for golfing, 
swimming, tennis, handball, skating in its parks and playgrounds, many of which 
are within easy distance of the University. 


SHoppinc Centers: St. Louis is a well-known, much-visited shopping center 
for the Midwest. It is famous as a center for fashions in clothing and footwear. 
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GENERAL INFORMATION 
DIVISIONS OF THE SUMMER SESSION 


The Summer Session is divided into three separate periods: Eight-Week Summer 
Session, from June 5 to July 28; Six-Week Summer Session, from June 16 to July 
28; and Five-Week Summer Session, from July 31 to September 1. 


EIGHT-WEEK A few courses in beginning languages and sciences will com- 
SUMMER SESSION mence immediately after the completion of the second semes- 

ter. Most of these courses will include both the first and 
second semesters of work. 


SIX-WEEK The Six-Week Summer Session will hold classes five days 
SUMMER SESSION per week. Students may take two different courses during 
this session for a total of six hours of credit. 


FIVE-WEEK The Five-Week Summer Session will hold classes six days 
SUMMER SESSION per week. Students may register for two courses giving a 
total of six hours of credit for the second session. 


ATTENDANCE REGULATIONS 


Because of the brevity of the summer sessions, no unexcused absences are per- 
mitted. Job conflicts are not considered as adequate excuses. Early final examinations 
are never permitted. 


ADMISSION AND REGISTRATION 
I. UNDERGRADUATE DIVISION 


ADMISSION All undergraduate students who have not previously been registered 

at Saint Louis University in the school they wish to enter must make 
formal application for admission to that school of the University. Students previously 
registered at Saint Louis University and in good standing need not make form 
application for re-admission to that school of the University. Students seeking to 
enter as unclassified students who are progressing toward a degree in another insti- 
tution and desire to matriculate for credit which may be transferred to the other 
institution should have forwarded only such certification as may establish their 
acceptable standing and that they have completed prerequisites for the course to be 
taken during the Summer Session. However, all applicants for admission to the 
Summer Session, except students currently registered at Saint Louis University, 
should fill in the preliminary application form found in the rear of the Bulletin and 
return it to the Director of Admissions. Upon receipt of the preliminary application, 
the Director of Admissions will supply the applicant with other necessary forms and 
information concerning admission. 


REGISTRATION All students currently registered at Saint Louis University should 
arrange their Summer Session programs with their respective 
Deans or advisors before the end of the second semester. Students not currently 
registered at Saint Louis University are advised to arrange a tentative program in 
advance of the regular registration if they can conveniently do so. Students who 
have not previously arranged their program must do so during the period of 
registration. 
Registration for the eight-week courses will take place in the Men’s Lounge, 
Du Bourg Hall, 221 North Grand Boulevard, on Monday, June 5, from 8:30 A.M. 
to 11:30 A.M. 
Registration for the six-week courses will be conducted in the University Gym- 
nasium, 3672 West Pine Boulevard, from 1:00 to 4:30 P.M. on Friday, June 16, 
and from 8:00 A.M. to 12:00 M. and from 1:00 to 4:00 P.M. on Monday, June 19. 
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Registration for the five-week courses will take place in the Men’s Lounge, 
Du Bourg Hall, 221 North Grand Boulevard, on Monday, July 31, from 8:00 A.M. 
to 12:00 M. 


II. GRADUATE DIVISION 


ADMISSION All students who possess an undergraduate degree (A.B., B.S., etc.) 

should normally register in the Graduate School. Students may reg- 
ister for credit or audit as degree students (classified students) or as non-degree 
students (unclassified students). In all these cases the regular admission and registra- 
tion procedure must be followed. An official record will be kept. 


Those who wish to attend classes without credit or official record of an audit 
may obtain a Visitor's Card from the Graduate Office without conforming to any of 
the admission or registration procedures. 


Students not currently registered in the Graduate School should submit the 
preliminary application on the outside back cover of this Bulletin to the Graduate 
School. For those not previously registered in the Graduate School, formal applica- 
tion blanks will then be forwarded. These blanks should be returned with support- 
ing documents at least four weeks before the opening of the Summer Session. Those 
wishing to work for a degree should have forwarded official transcripts of previous 
college and university work and three letters of recommendation. Those wishing to 
take courses without working for a degree should have forwarded official transcripts 
showing various degrees. Late applicants will be considered, but action cannot be 
guaranteed. 


REGISTRATION Students currently registered and intending to register for the 

Eight-Week or Six-Week Summer Sessions should take care of 
pre-registration counseling and department approval of programs on Friday, May 12, 
9:00 A.M. to 12 M., 1:00 P.M. to 5:00 P.M., or Saturday, May 13, 9:00 A.M. to 
12:00 M. The authorization card should be secured from the Graduate School Office 
or from the department director. The programs are to be arranged and departmental 
signatures obtained at the time of pre-registration counseling. On one of the scheduled 
registration dates, however, the student will present authorization card at the 
Graduate School Office for final approval and will then register in the Men’s Lounge, 
Du Bourg Hall, 221 North Grand Boulevard, for the eight-week session, and in 
the University Gymnasium, 3672 West Pine Boulevard, for the six-week session. 


Students not currently registered will secure their authorization cards at the 
Graduate School Office on one of the registration dates. They will then confer with 
departmental directors, secure departmental approval of the course program, and then 
return to the Graduate School Office for approval. They will then register in the 
Men’s Lounge, ground floor, Du Bourg Hall, 221 North Grand Boulevard, for the 
eight-week session, and in the University Gymnasium, 3672 West Pine Boulevard, 
for the six-week session. 


All changes of registration for graduate students must be approved by the 
Graduate School. Withdrawal or dropping a course without such approval incurs 
the grade of “AF” or “WF” for the course or courses involved. In the First Summer 
Session (June 5 through July 28) students may register for eight credit hours if 
taking eight-week courses, for six credit hours if taking six-week courses. 


CRADUATE The Summer Session offers a restricted number of courses which, 
PROGRAMS with the approval of the major department, may be used to supple- 

ment courses taken toward degrees during the regular sessions. Stu- 
dents whose programs of work are confined to summer sessions exclusively are eligible 
only for the degrees of Master of Education, Master of Arts (Teaching), and Master 
of Science (Teaching). The majors are restricted to high school teaching subjects. 
There are specially designed programs in Chemistry and Physics for teachers. The 
teaching program in Economics requires attendance at regular sessions. There is no 
teaching Master’s program in Biology. In general, the requirements for these degrees 
will be the same as those shown on pages 49 to 52 of the 1960 Announcement of 
the Graduate School. 
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The requirements for the degree of Master of Education (majors in Education, 
Human Relations, Home Economics Education, Business Education, and Business 
Administration in Education) include a course program of thirty-two semester hours 
and final comprehensive examinations both oral and written. There is no thesis or 
essay requirement and no Modern Language or Statistics requirement. 


GRADUATE STUDENTS IN Graduate students, whether classified or un- 
FIVE-WEEK SUMMER SESSION classified, may continue their work during 

the Five-Week Summer Session, July 31 
through September 1, but during this session there will be no thesis direction or 
departmental examinations. In the Five-Week Summer Session a maximum registra- 
tion of six credit hours will be allowed. No graduate degrees will be conferred at the 
close of the Five-Week Summer Session. 


Graduate students who intend to register in the Five-Week Summer Session 
should have their programs and authorization cards approved during the last week 
of the Six-Week Summer Session, July 24 through July 28. On the scheduled registra- 
tion date, the student should present the authorization card at the Graduate School 
Office for final approval and will then register in the Men’s Lounge, Du Bourg Hall, 
921 North Grand Boulevard. 


GRADUATE All candidates for graduate degrees are required to attend at least 

LECTURE one course (three lectures) during their residence. The lectures are 
given in alternate summers. Since they were offered in the summer 
of 1960, they will not be repeated this summer. 


LIBRARY FACILITIES 


During the Six-Week Session, the Pius XII Memorial Library will be open from 
8:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. Monday through Friday, and from 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. 
on Saturday. During the Five-Week Session, the hours will be from 8:30 a.m. to 
5:00 p.m. Monday through Friday, and from 8:30 a.m. to 12:00 Noon on Satur- 
day. The various libraries of the University house about 500,000 volumes. The 
Saint Louis Public Library, Saint Louis Mercantile Library, the Saint Louis Law 
Library, the Library of the Saint Louis Medical Society, the Library of the Missouri 
Historical Society, the Library of the Central Bureau of the Central Verein, as well 
as the libraries of the many educational institutions in and around Saint Louis, are 
available on request for consultation. 


HOUSING FACILITIES

A Budget Plan for the payment of tuition, fees, and deposits assessed at regis- 
tration is available for teachers only.

WITHDRAWAL AND TUITION 


A request for withdrawal must (a) be made on the required withdrawal form 
supplied by the appropriate dean; (b) list on withdrawal form the supporting reasons 
for withdrawal; (c) be approved by the appropriate dean. Informing an instructor 
of withdrawal from a course does not constitute valid withdrawal. 


Scale of Refund for Withdrawal or Dismissal from Courses During the Summer 
Sessions. If a student paid the tuition and fees in full at registration, the amount 
of the tuition to be refunded will be computed as follows: 


Refund Amount 
a. Before 20% of the class instruction time has been completed 60% 
b. Before 30% of the class instruction time has been completed 40% 


c. After 30% of the class instruction time has been completed No refund 
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Scale of Refund for Those Entering Military Service Through Draft. Students 
entering military service through draft during the course of a session will be 
entitled to a tuition refund only, provided academic credit is lost. Refunds are based 
on the percentage of the course remaining at the time of withdrawal. Written 
certification of entry into service and date will be required. Calculations are based 
on ee time of receipt of written notice or actual withdrawal from class, whichever 
is later.

PARKING Students may apply for parking stickers at the office of the Dean of 
Men. Similar arrangements for faculty may be made through their 
deans’ offices. 


SMOKING Smoking is strictly prohibited at all times in all classrooms of the

enforced and violators are subject to a fine. 


STUDENT HEALTH During the Summer Session, the Student Health Service 
SERVICE provides ambulatory medical care only, upon payment of 

a fee of $2.00 at registration. This fee is included in the 
tuition of all full-time graduate students in Social Work taking field work. All 
graduate students in the Basic Medical Sciences and all foreign students in the 
Graduate School are required to pay the additional fee. For all other students 
the fee is optional.

SPECIAL PROGRAMS 


INSTITUTE FOR THE TEACHING OF CHEMISTRY 
June 16 through July 28 


The Summer Session of the Institute is organized for the purpose of providing 
broad as well as intensive training to teachers of elementary chemistry on all levels 
of their development. As a part of the Master’s program it seeks to provide training 
for students with little or no previous teaching experience. As a unit in the in-service 
training of teachers it seeks to provide the means by which the teachers can: 


(a) increase their knowledge of the field of chemistry and the related sciences; 
(b) mature in their understandings of the various conceptions of science education; 


(c) familiarize themselves with the development of methods and techniques of 
instruction; and (d) discuss the problems that confront them and which have arisen 
in their teaching experience. 


16 Saint Louis UNIVERSITY SUMMER SESSION 


i  — 


The following courses will be offered in the summer of 1961. 


Ch 126 Advanced Qualitative Analysis 3 credit hours 


This course includes a brief review of elementary qualitative analysis, 
which is followed by a consideration of the methods of separation and 
detection of the less common elements. 


Ch 200 Review Course in General Chemistry 3 credit hours 


A lecture course dealing in a mature and comprehensive manner with 
the basic facts, principles, and theories of an elementary chemistry 
course. 

Ch 210 Advanced Inorganic Chemistry for Teachers 3 credit hours 


A course in which the fundamentals of inorganic chemistry are reviewed 
and the more recent concepts are introduced and integrated, with the 
purpose of enriching the teaching of elementary chemistry. 


Ch 230 Review of Fundamentals of Physical Chemistry 3 credit hours 


A lecture course reviewing the principles of physical chemistry which 
will enhance understanding of topics such as: states of matter, solutions, 
atomic structure, chemical kinetics, chemical equilibrium, and electro- 
chemistry. 


Ch 261 Lecture-Demonstration Methods in Chemistry 3 credit hours 


A course in which the effective methods of demonstration are discussed 
and actually practiced by the instructor and by the students. 


Ch 269 Seminar in the Teaching of Chemistry 3 credit hours 


A seminar in which the students formulate, investigate and discuss, 
under the leadership of the instructor, various teaching problems. Three 
or four teaching problems will be included such as the following: The 
objectives of elementary chemistry; construction of tests and evaluation 
of student performance; the discussion method of instruction in chem- 
istry; the content of a high school chemistry course. 


In addition, two types of field trips are organized in conjunction with the course 
of instruction for all participants of the institute. One is the visit to industrial 
plants and laboratories. The other type of field trip is for the observation of active 
scientific research carried on in Saint Louis University and other institutions in the 
Saint Louis area. 


The summer session is a part of a wider teacher training program leading 
to the M.S. degree in the teaching of chemistry. Students wishing to qualify as 
candidates for a degree in the Teaching of Chemistry must meet requirements for 
admission to the Graduate School. Practicing or beginning teachers, not seeking a 
degree, are admitted to the program on presentation of evidence that they can profit 
from the courses. The credit for the courses is recommended to school boards by 
the University. Several courses are recognized as fulfilling certificate requirements.

The topics included in this institute are selected from The Sourcebook of 
Geology and Related Sciences for Elementary and Secondary School Science Teachers 
prepared by the American Geological Institute Committee on Teaching Resources 
Development Program. They include: Weathering, Water, Glaciation, Structural 
Geology, Mountains, Earthquakes, Interior of the Earth, and Earth History. 


Credit time will be divided into lectures, demonstrations, laboratory work, and 
field trips. Identification and classification of common minerals and rocks will be 
included. 


The discussions and demonstrations are planned to require a minimum of 
technical knowledge. No prerequisites are prescribed, as the principles needed to 
understand the geologic processes will be developed in the discussions and demon- 
strations.

Hu 190a Institute in Human Relations and Group Guidance 6 credit hours 
June 20 to July 28 


The Institute is designed to provide a practical, operative setting in which 
the democratic ideal can be lived out. Through this type of learning situation, a 
deeper understanding of the psychological and social forces which determine the 
course of group life within our nation and between nations can be achieved. 


In a country such as the United States where people of various races, social 
classes, religions, and national origins live and work together, democracy can func- 
tion well only when individuals and groups live and work together harmoniously. 
There is need for specialized, tested knowledge of how individual and group tensions 
arise, how they are related to existing values, and how they can be resolved in the 
interest of the individual and of society. 


The Institute attempts to meet this problem through exploration of three main 
areas: (a) the psychological aspects of group conflict and cooperation, with empha- 
sis on personality factors and the roles of individuals in groups; (b) the sociological 
aspects of group conflicts through an analysis of mass media, trends in industry and 
labor-management relations; housing, education, and religious tensions; (c) methods 
for inducing change toward democratic thinking and functioning in the individual 
and in the family group as well as in the larger societal structures. 


The Institute attracts participants who are teachers, principals, counselors, 
supervisors in school systems, as well as persons representing business and industry, 
religion, social work, law enforcement, parent organizations, hospital personnel, 
and others who deal with people in community situations. 


The Director of the Institute is Doctor John Ervin, the Associate Director 
is Doctor Reva Abelson, and Professor Theo M. Shea and the Reverend Trafford P. 
Maher, S.J., are Consultants. Tuition for the Institute will be $144.00.

WORKSHOP IN HUMAN RELATIONS AND GROUP 
GUIDANCE 


Hu 190e Workshop in Human Relations 6 credit hours 
and Group Guidance 


July 31 through August 31 


Each year, second summer session, Saint Louis University offers a Workshop 
in Human Relations and Group Guidance in a foreign culture. This year’s workshop 
will be in Salzburg, Austria, with a ten-day field trip through Central Europe. 


The realities of the urban revolution, the phenomenon of a culture in transition 
with the operation of urban renewal and redevelopment and the pressures of inte- 
grating a total pluralistic society into a new social order pattern have intensified 
the human relations problems of the United States of America. 


When one works and studies in a culture not his own, he can more efficiently 
and objectively appraise the factors in his home culture; hence the August study 
in a foreign setting. 


The Human Relations Workshop this summer will be centered in Salzburg, 
Austria, home of Mozart, and focal point of so much of Austria’s cultural history. 
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It will offer weekend opportunities for excursions to such famous cultural centers 
as Munich and Vienna. It will also include a ten-day trip through the center of 
the Old Byzantine Empire in the West—Venice, Padua, and Ravenna, providing 
an opportunity of visiting the great Byzantine monuments there; and finally, visits 
to Assisi, Florence, and Rome. 


Departure for the United States will be from the International Airport in Rome. 


Participants in the Workshop will study materials drawn from the fields of 
human development, communication, anthropology, psychology, social psychology, 
sociology, mental hygiene, and group dynamics as these fields apply to the cultures 
under scrutiny including that of the United States. Thus, the workshop furnishes 
a framework within which certain types of learning can be synthesized through 
practical experiences and application. 


Approximate cost is $1,100.00 for room and board, tuition, total field trip, 
and transatlantic transportation round trip. The director is the Reverend Trafford 
P. Maher, S.J., Associate Director is Professor Theo M. Shea. Members of the staff 
are the Reverend Maurice B. McNamee, S.J., and Doctor Alice L. Cochran. 


THIRD LATIN WORKSHOP 


Lt 192c Third Latin Workshop: Specific Approaches 1 credit hour 
June 12 through June 16 


The Department of Classical Languages, inviting several distinguished visiting 
lecturers with high school interests, will offer its Third Workshop in 1961. Meetings 
will be held mornings and afternoons, Monday through Friday. Emphasis will be 
placed on practical approaches, through an exposition of the Structural Method, 
the Natural Method, and the Traditional Method—with reference to high school 
Latin and the corresponding work in beginning and intermediate Latin in college.

The purpose of the institute is to give teachers of the mentally retarded 
practical and useful information which will help directly with the problems of 
multiple handicaps being met every day in special classrooms. 

The program will center around the educational development of the child 
who is multiply handicapped. The focus will include the early identification of 
the multiply handicapped child from primary through adolescence. Current thinking 
with regard to curriculum building in the various learning areas will be explored. 
Time will be given to studying the role of the teacher in dealing with parents of 
the multiply handicapped child as well as in promoting the needs of the child and 
the program in the community. 
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Expert consultants from the field will be on the program, including such 
leaders as the Reverend Elmer Behrmann, Director of the St. Louis Archdiocesan 
Program in Special Education, Doctor Richard Dabney, Director of the Special 
Education Division of the State Department of Education of Missouri and Doctor

Department of Education.

In this 
complexity, speech and the mass media of speech communication play an important 
part. From this viewpoint, teachers of speech must develop their background and 
interest in the development of the mass media of communication. 


The Institute proposes, through informed guest lecturers, to investigate oral 
communication in the fields of government, business and industrial management, 
labor relations, radio, and television.

Sw 135 Understanding the Mentally Retarded Child 1 credit hour 
and His Family 


June 12 through June 16 


The School of Social Service will offer an Institute on Understanding the 
Mentally Retarded Child and His Family. The purpose of the Institute will be 
an analysis of the problems of the mentally retarded child and his family. There 
will be discussions on current concepts and misconceptions regarding mental retard- 
ation, the need for a sound philosophy for effective programs, counseling parents 
regarding the handicap of their child, services to mentally retarded children residing 
at home and services to mentally retarded children in a residential school. 


The Institute will be invaluable for social workers, educators, institutional 
personnel, public health nurses, psychologists, speech therapists, and pediatricians.

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NATIONAL SCIENCE FOUNDATION INSTITUTE 


For the Teaching of Mathematics in the High School 
June 16 to July 28 


The Department of Mathematics, with the assistance of the National Science 
Foundation, offers a summer program to help fifty teachers of high school mathe- 
matics increase their knowledge and teaching skills. Those selected to receive stipends 
will be paid at the rate of $75.00 per week plus $15.00 per week per dependent up 
to a maximum of four dependents. (It is not necessary that the dependents accom- 
pany the participant.) A travel allowance for a single round trip at the rate of 
4 cents per mile up to a maximum of $50.00 is also allowed. There is no tuition or 
fee except that the participant who chooses to be admitted as a classified graduate 
student will be required to pay a $10 application fee. 


The aims of the program are: 
1. To improve and modermize the backgrounds of the participants; 
2. To encourage the capable participant to continue his studies in mathematics. 


The following courses will be offered in 1961: 


Mt 148a Analytic Geometry and Calculus for High School 3 credit hours 
Teachers 
Basic concepts of analytical geometry. The straight line. Curve 
tracing. Functions, limits, continuity. Differentiation. Differentials. 
Applications. Newton’s Method. Indefinite and definite integrals. 


Mt 280 Modem Mathematics in the High School Curriculum 3 credit hours 


A lecture course serving to present the modern concepts now being 
introduced in many high schools throughout the country. 


Mt 281 Seminar in the Teaching of High School 3 credit hours 
Mathematics 
A lecture and seminar course that will discuss the problems of teaching 
mathematics in high school. One of the primary aims of this course 
is to give the participants a chance to exchange ideas and to obtain 
competent guidance. 


The above courses have no prerequisites and require only the maturity possessed 
by anyone seriously involved in teaching mathematics in junior or senior high school. 
Three more courses are available to participants in the institute. These courses would 
require somewhat more mathematical maturity and are designed to provide a depth 
of background to the more adequately prepared participant. These are: 


Mt 156 Introduction to Analysis 3 credit hours 


The real number system. Functions, sequences, limits, continuity, 
differentiation, integration, series. 


Mt 177 Numerical Analysis 3 credit hours 


Theory and practice on digital computers. Solutions of linear and non- 
linear equations. Data smoothing. Approximations of derivatives and 
integrals. 


Mt 238 Foundations of Mathematics 3 credit hours 
The fundamental notions of a system of postulates, their consistency, 
independence, and categoricalness. Introduction to ordinal and cardinal 
numbers. Basis ideas of algebra, geometry and topology. 
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If any participant is qualified, he may with the approval of the Director, take 
one of the following courses: 


Mt 104 Significant Tests 3 credit hours 
Mt 142 Solid Analytic Geometry 3 credit hours 
Mt 154 Differential Equations 3 credit hours
